She finally concluded to assume 
the role of a spy, an I requested permis- 
sion from the commanding officer to act in 
that capacity. He at ilrst refused, but 
upon her pleading onrueatly he gnve her 
ronsent and supplied hor with th* papers 
necessary for passing the English lines 
SUodisguisod herself and pretended she l 
was half-witted, and by that means got 
within tho Russian territory. Ho artfullv ' 
did she play her part that she became , 
quite a favorite with the soldiers, who : 
styled her “I’raxy I'oggy,” and allowed : 
hor to do as slit pleased. It was many 
weeks before sh ■ learned tho town in 
which hor betrothed v. t* a prisoner. Hy 
a neat slrutcgein she i.i lucod the koeper 
of the prison to give her access to the 
cells. The jailer thought her a harmless 
creature, and permitted her at will' 
to chat with the English captive. She 
toon disclosed her ilontlty to her lover, 
and together they planned an escape. On a 
dark, stormy night *h> actol more in- 
sanely than ever, and in one of her fits 
snatched the keys from the belt of tho 
warden. Running down the stairs, sho 
unlocked sove ral of t he doors, including 
tho ono behind which her betrothed was 
confine 1. In an Instant ho was out, and, 
hidden in n durk corner, he donned a 
Russian uniform furnished by the faith- 
ful girl. The jailer gave chase to “Crazy 
Peggy” and regained the keys, but not 
before her lover had walked up the stairs 
and out into the open air. “Peggy” fol- 
lowed him and they fled through the 
darkness until they reached the picket 
line. Hero the password, which had been 
discovered by “Peggy,” enabled them to 
gain the open space between tho rival 
armies. An English coat concealed be- 
neath her clothes, was put on, and the 
Russian uniform discarded. In safety 
the linos were passed, and the officer re- 
turned to his command. Ho well execut- 
ed had been all of Peggy's plans, and so 
anxious was her betrothed to continue in 
service, that they both remained in the 
army, sho as a spy, and he as an “ffl 
They were married by a chaplain, now- 
aver, before entering again into active 
duty. 

Just b 3 fore the conclusion of the war 
the husband died. Nearly heart-broken 
Peggy accompanied tho remains to En- 
gland to find that her parents wore dead 
and that there was nothing left for her 
except a nout little estate The associa- 
tions of ihe place were so painful that 
she determined to eorao to America.
